1,000-Gallon Treatment Being 
Given at Princess 


The Standard Oil of B. C. discov- 
ery well at the Priacess field 40 
miles east of Bassano was reported 
Wednesday night to’ have been 
given its first acid: tweatment dur- 
ing the day, Acidizing is being 
earried out in an attempt to in- 
crease production, though early in 
the week the well produced at a 
rate of 380 barrels per day of heavy 
crude oil, before acidizing, 

Three shotg of acid will be given 
the well, John O. Galloway, Calgary 
Standard Oil Manager, said, the 
first two of 250 gallons’ each, and 
the third 500 gallons,

The philosophy underlying the 
recommendations of the Rowell- 
Sirois Commission is equality. of 
treatment for citizens of all pro- 
vinces, 

It was with this in view that the 
commission designed its recommen- 
dations. Two and a half years of 
study of the problems confronting 
Canada convinced the commission 
that there are many injustices and 
inequalities in Canada’s present 
governmental, economic and finan- 
cial structure, It devised its re- 
port to cure these. 

4 The commission: found that some 
provinces and areas fre threaten- 
ed with insolvency ond that the 
burden of government is unevenly 
distributed. Because of the change 
in the concept of the duty of gov- 
ernments most provinces are faced 
with a burden of services with they 
have not the financial resources to 


— carry, due to limited taxation 


powers. Recommendations of the 
commission, if adopted will change 
this situation. The provinces will 
| be relieved of the heavy costs of 
relief and of the deadweight burden 
of debt service and will] ‘be assured 
of sufficient revenues to maintain 
normal services. 

The assurance of sufficient rev- 
;enues, through Natioual Adjust- 
| ment Grants, to enable every pro- 
vince to provide educational and 
social services on a national aver- 
age of quality is important. This 
provision recognizes that every 
Canadian, no matter what province 
he or she may live iv, is entitled 
to the benefits of a miimum stand- 
ard of services. Thus, if the report 
is adopted, education and welfare 
services in Alberta will be just as 
good as those in Ontario. 


In the past, adverse economic 
conditions have affected some pro- 
vinces more than others," Those 
most seriously affected have had 
to curtai) necessary services because 
of declining revenues. This was 
the experience of Alberta and other 
western provinces in the recent 
depression, In future, if the com- 
mission's report is implemented,

Another fundamentai considera- 
tion’ which the commission kept 
constantly in mind is the impor- 
tance of maintaining, and expand- 
as rapidly as possible, the national 
income and a more prosperous 
Canada which governed the com- 
mission in the recommendations it 
makes for simlifying Canada’s fin- 
ancial system, for carrying as ec- 
onomically as possible the great 
burden ‘public debt and _ for 
eliminating those features of; the 
fiscal system which have a marked 
tendency to check investment and 
so to reduce employment. 


The taxation proposals of the re- 
port arise out of the finding by 
the commission that the present 
system of taxation is obsolete, in- 
equitable as between taxpayers and 
provinces, inefficient and a deter- 
rent to expansion of the national 
income. The report states that the 
complexity of the present tax 
system is ‘beyond belief and that 
existing corporation taxes “have 
grown up in a completedly, un- 
planned and unco-ordinated way, 
and that they violate every canon 
of sound taxation.” ‘Ile taxation 
proposals, in the opinion of the 
commission, are justified on’ the 
grounds of sound social and fiscal 
policy, Furthermore, a sctfentific 
system of taxation will assist in ex- 
pansion of the national income,

to see that its recommendations did 
not interfere with legitimate pro- 
vincial autonomy.
